It is our view that the requirents^ to have ail SSClfte presented to 
t he NSC in January will probably not allow sufficient time far the 
full development of completed DC IBs. However, it is believed that 
the Working Group could develop to outline of the points to be 
covered in such DCIDs by the IAC Meeting of lk January 1958. NSCIB 
No. 5 is a statement of basic policy and assignment of authority 
and responsibility which suet go forward to the NSC in Jtasiary, 
with exceptions if that be necessary. We do not believe it can oe 
held up because its detailed implementation has not been worked out 
in final fora.

The Intelligence Advisory Committee, with the participation 
of other interested Offices es indicated in paragraph 2.c. , above, 
ahan develop appropriate recomendations for NSC consideration in 
regard to U.S. counterintelligence activities outside the U S. and 
its possessions. 


b. The DCI in consultation with the members of the IAC end 
other interested Offices shall provide (l) for the coordination of 
U.S, counterintelligence activities abroad, and also (2) far the 
coordination of such activities with Departments and Agencies responsible 
for counterintelligence within the U.S. and its possessions to the 
extent necessary to ensure conformity with policies enunciated by the 
National Security Council. 
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
